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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. 

Claim 40, line 8 " and is independent of the arrival time clock sequence of the 
mainstream arrival time clock counter" right after the word "data" has been inserted 

Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment 
may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 6, 32, and 34 - 40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the present invention discloses a mainstream system time clock 
counter configured to provide a system time clock sequence that is used for decoding 
the mainstream packet data by the mainstream decoder; and a sub-audio system time 
clock counter configured to provide a system time clock sequence that is used for 
decoding the sub-audio packet data by the sub-audio decoder and is independent of the 
system time clock sequence of the mainstream system time clock counter. The closest 
prior art Baldwin et al (US 6,075,363 B1) discloses a separate clock for audio and video 
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but does not disclose separate and independent system time clocks and fails to render 
the above limitations obvious. 

Claim 32 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claim 34 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claim 40 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 
Claims 2 - 6, 35 - 36 depend on claim 1 . Claim 37 depends on claim 32. 
Claims 38 and 39 depend on claim 34.
